Employer Can Also Be Held. 


Two new measures that apply to the 


state continuation schools and to the 
children of the state 
between 
the 


ages, of fourteen and seventeen have 
been passed by the legislators of the 
session that 5ust closed. 
Both the 


measures are very rigid, and. parents 
and employers are asked to take par- 
ticular notice of the laws As pub- 
lished below. 
Th elaws apply to the industrial, 
continuation, commercial or evening 
schools of the state, and are pub- 
lished herewith in connection with 
thf schools ot that nature that exist 
in this city. "Under the old laws that 
still exist, the parents and employers 
were held liable, these same parties 
being held liable to fines today. 


It will makf no difference whether 


n person secures a permit or not this 
year, all children under the ages 
-specified must attend school, whether 
it be a high, parochial, public or con- 
tinuation school. The law that states 
tlm fact is found in the statutes, chap- 
ter -number 2Kfi. 
This measure was 
approved on June ISth, this year, and 
reads as follows: 
An Act to create section 439a-l of 
ihe statutes, relating to the attend- 
ance of childrfn between the ages of 
fourteen and 
sixteen at 
industrial, 
continuation, commercial or evening 
schools.

Large Percentage of Grade and Scrub 


Stallions 
Have Been 
Retired 


Within Last Few Years.

Madison, Wis., Sept. 6.—Despite a 
somewhat depressed condition of the 
horse breeding industry 
during the 
past year, substantial progress is be- 
ing made by Wisconsin horsemen. 


The forthcoming annual report of 
the department of horsebreeding, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, compiled by Dr. 
A. S. Alexander, 
will show among 
other things that in very many of the 
counties undesirable sires are being 
retired at a gratifying rate. 
In 1907 the percentage oC grade and 
scrub stallion was On. Now it. is 41.S 
compared with 40 in 1914. The pure 
bred stallions of the state now num- 
ber 1,771; the grades 9.13. and scrubs 
345. 
Grades numbered 1,019 and 
scrubs 404 in 1914. 


Since 1907 pure bred stallions have 
increased in GO, decreased in nine, 
and remained the same 
in two coun- 
ties. During the same lime gradi and 
scrub stallions have decreased in. 56, 
increased in 11, and 
remained the 
same—in four counties. Notable in- 
creases of pure bred stallions since 
1907 
have been: 
26 head in Ban-on 
county, 2fi in Brown, 24 in 
Walworth I 
and Monroe each, 22 in Chippewa. and ! 
21 in 
St. Croix. The

HOG CHOLERA CURES 


Wisconsin Farmers Spend Thousands j 


Every Year for So-Called Cures 


Which Are Only Con- 


ditioners. 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 16.—Although it 
is generally known that hog cholera 
can be prevented but not cured, it has 
been estimated that Wisconsin annu- 
ally spends thousands of dollars for 
so-called cholera cures. 


Of the 20 or so different kind? of 
cures which have been or are being 
offered for -sale in the state, analyses 
show that in almost every case they 
contain the same ingredients. 
The majority of these conditioners 
contain 
sodium biscarbonate, 
cop- 
peras, antimony, oyster shells, 
salt, 
charcoal, Epsom salts, fiaxseed meal 
and ginser. While the 
feeding of 
these mixtures -may. and likely will 
not be injurious, the purchasers 
are 
paying exorbitant prices and are be- 
ing induced to temporize 
with 
the 
disease. 
When a sited as to whether or not 
'any of these ingredients would cure 
hog cholera, Dr. iB. A. Beach of 
the 
hog cholera serum plant, emphatical- 
ly contradicted 
the -contentions of 
manufacturers. 
"There is no cure known to science 
for hog cholera," ihe declared. "The 
only way to handle ho? cholera is to 
prevent it. The so-called cures are 
nothing more nor less than condition- 
ers. It has been found that the money 
spent for these curative feeds would 
pay for more than half the ' cost of 
vaccination." 
It-has been proposed that the sale 
of these feeds be cut down by the 
regulation of the companies produc- 
ing them. Some would require the 
flrms to register with the department 
of agriculture, which might grant li- 
censes to those conforming to certain 
rules. If each company were required 
to place on the outside of each pack- 
age sold the amount and kind of ma- 
terial contained 
in that particular 


feed, buyers would be -able to see that 
they -were paying high prices for or- 
dinary feeding materials.

i feller Institute Sanitary mission sent 
I here to save the Serbian nation from 
I the epidemic that was threatening its 
actual existence. 
By ,Se.pt. J, Serbia will be entirely 


free of the plague. 
The full story of the most remark- 
able humanitarian task ever undertak- 
en by 'the "United States was today 
told for the first time in an interview 
granted by Dr. Richard P. Strong, 
professor of tropical diseases at Har- 
vard 
University, and 
head 
of the 
American 
mission. 
The 
interview 
took place in the little 
third class 
railway car, which fit-led out with 
beds in one part, and a shower bath 
in the other, and with a flat car at- 
tached behind for carrying his auto- 
mobile and another car in front for 
the members of his immediate staff, 
has been practically the only home 
Di\ Strong has known in Serbia. Al- 
rnos't every night of the three months 
campaign has been 
spent by 
him 
aboard the car, hurrying from 
one 
end of Serbia to the other in the fight 
against the deadly plague. 
"The typhus epidemic 
in Serbia," 
stated Dr. Strong, "began last January 
in the vicinity of Valiievo, 
following 
the Austrian invasion of the month be- 
fore, and spread with such rapidity 
that it became the greatest epidemic 
of that disease recorded in modern 
medical annals. The epidemic reach- 
ed its height in the middle of April , 
just as the American mission arrived. : 
Xew cases then numbered 8,500 daily, i 
but it must 
be 
remembered that; 
these were the figures only of the vic- 
tims who came to the military hoa- i 
pitals. Serbia had not been able even [ 
to keep statistics 
of

"In-connection with this laboratory 
work, we started from the very first 
on, a search for the typhus germ, but 
up to the present moment 
complete 
success has not crowned our efiorts. 
The organism discoverd by Dr. Plotz 
at Ml. Sinai hospital, New York, has 
not yet been found here by us, but 
with the aid of cultures which he has 
•placed at our disposition complete 
success may yet crown -this end of 
the work, it is being actively pushed 
by Dr. Zinsser of Columbia and Dr. 
Bollards of Harvard. 
"One of the most happy features of 
the whole work was the manner in 
which we ourselves, after tlie terrible 
experiences of the Serbian and Amer- 
ican Red Cross units, kept free from 
the disease. 
Xot one of 
the 
flfly- 
four men comprising our mission fell 
a victim. But naturally we had at our 
disposition, all of the latest possible 
preventatives. 
Every doctor assign- 
ed to hard work amongst the victims 
wore a vermin proof 
suit, 
rubber 
gloves and adhesive bands .above the 
wrists and ankles. We have not been 
able to demonstrate that the disease 
is contagious and in fact there seems 
no reason to believe that it is trans- 
mitted otherwise than, by the bite of 
infected, vermin. 


Check Epidemic. 
"In Montenegro we were most for- 
tunate in being able to check the epi- 
demic before it could become gener- 
al. Dr. Grinnell of Harvard, who was 
asisgned to that 
territory, 
arrived 


when the disease had only got into 
the towns. These were quickly quar- 
antined and the plague stamped out 
at once. 
' 
' 
"Thus by the middle of August. 1 
think I will be able to guarantee that 
typhus will be a thing of the past in 
Serbia. 
Not only that, but we would 
be greatly disappointed 
if 
it ever 
came again. 
But still even in this 
latetr case, Serbia now has at its dis- 
position all of the facilities necessary 
for speedily combatitng any outbreak. 
"Xaturally our success 
was 
only I 
possible through "the most hearty co- ] 
operation of every man composing the 
mission, and this has been one of the 
two bright spots of the entire task. 
There was not a man who ever shirk- 
ed or even objected to any task as- 
signed him, no matter how disagree- 
able or even how dangerous it might 
be."The 
other 
bright 
spot 
which 
stands out'most vividly was the un- 
failing Kindness of Sir Thomas Lipton 
to the members of the mission. 
Not 
only did he cheer us up with words 
at every moment when 
cheer 
was 
most needed, but his unending efforts 
to furnish the members of the mis- 
sion with little odds and ends for 
their material comfort gave evidence 
of a kindly consideration of others, 
such as I have never before met. 
"As a result- of our four months 
work here, I think I can safely say 
that Serbia is a regenerated nation 
from a sanitary point of view and 
the effects of this I feel certain will 
be reflected in her national life and 
development for years to come."

Quarantine Worked. 


"Still another most important phase 


of the work was the visiting of every 
house almost in the entire kingdom 
and separating thp diseased from the 
well. The quarantining of the infeet- 
Pri persons was something which the 
local authorities had not been able to 
undertake, but under our direction it 
was quickly and thoroughly carried 
out. 


"While we, were hard at work on 
this extermination of typhus, we also 
had our eyp.s constantly on the look- 
out for cholera and typhoid. 
Xone 
of the former was found, but the lat- 
ter was abundant. Against this, and 
against the former, too, we therefore 
prepared 
in our 
own 
laboratories 
which we had established in the old 
Turkish town of Uskub, a combined 
serum against cholera, typhoid and 
paratyphoid. 
This was prepared in 
such a manner that two injections 
were sufficient and thus it wa.s possi- 
ble 1o administer it to both the army 
and the p.ivil population with a mini- 
mum of labor. For this task of vac- 
cination we had our own 1 vaccinating 
car which covered all
